made by Chairman Penrose, of the 
finance committee and there was no 
opposition. The senate will not be in 
cession tomorrow and Mr. Penrose ex- 
plained that he was anxious to dispose 
of the amendment.

ing lingered in India, Egypt and

Straits Settlements. On their return to 
the Philippines they will complete the 
circuit of the globe by going via the 
Transslberlan railway.

United States five years ago. 


Due for Further Rise. 


The understanding prevails in Wash- 


ington that Mr. Gilbert is certain to be 
appointed as governor of the Philip- 
pines. 


"All this talk

United 


States and Japan engaging in a war 
sooner or later Is nonsense," said he 
today. "The responsible government of 
Japan has no intention of going to war 
with any nation, least o£ all with the 
United States. Japan has serious prob- 
lems confronting her In Korea, For- 
mosa and Manchuria. These problems 
are keeping her very busy, and with 
the further burden of backing many 
of the industries of the nation, partic- 
ularly shipping, the country 
has no 


time for war. 


"But if there were no othev reason 


for cultivating friendship with 
the 


United States, Japan recognizes 
that 


this country furnishes her with the 
greatest source of Income. The exports 
from the port of Yokohama last year, 
for 
instance, 
were 
approximately 


$100,000,000, halt of which came to the 
United States. Would the Japanese 
government entertain for a moment a 
proposition 
to cut off this 
market? 


The thought is absurd. There are very 
few Japanese in the Philippines. 
In 


Manila I doubt if there are 500 Jape, 
and there are probably 50,000 Chinese. 
The Japanese and the Japanese ques- 
tion are not disturbing the Americans 
in the Philippines.
